This  year's  Annual  Report  is  dedicated  to  Walter  S.  ("Wally")  Clark.  The  Town  of 
Kingston  is  pleased  to  dedicate  this  report  in  memory  of  Wally  Clark  in  recognition  of  his 
dedication  and  service  to  our  community. 

Wally  lived  most  of  his  life  in  Kingston,  graduating  from  Sanborn  Seminary  in  1948  and 
Burdett  College  in  Boston  in  1951. 

Following  his  service  in  the  U.S.  Air  Force  during  the  Korean  Conflict,  Wally  returned  to 
Kingston  and  took  over  ownership  of  Walter  S.  Clark  and  Sons  Garage  &  Fuel  Oil,  a 
fourth  generation  family-owned  business  established  in  Kingston  in  1 869. 

Wally 's  contribution  to  the  Town  was  truly  significant.  He  served  as  a  Trustee  of  Trust 
Funds  and  Cemeteries  from  1981  through  1993.  In  addition,  he  was  a  Supervisor  of  the 
Checklist  for  sixteen  years,  retiring  in  1999.  Wally  was  also  a  member  of  the  Kingston 
Volunteer  Fire  Department,  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  and  the  Kingston 
Improvement  and  Historical  Society.  He  also  served  as  a  member  and  trustee  of  Pilgrim 
United  Church  of  Christ. 

In  addition  to  his  many  civic  responsibilities,  Wally  was  dedicated  to  his  family  and 
fHends.  He  will  be  remembered  for  his  kindness  and  compassion  and,  of  course,  for  his 
sense  of  humor. 

Wally  touched  and  inspired  many  lives  and  will  be  greatly  missed.  His  commitment  and 
dedication  to  our  community  will  always  be  remembered  and  we  are  grateful  for  having 
known  him.

FEBRUARY  2, 1999 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  the  Town  Hall  by  the  Moderator,  Electra  L.  Alessio.  The  flag  was 
saluted  and  the  Moderator  introduced  the  Board  of  Selectmen:  Mark  Heitz,  Chairman, 
StamatiosYiokarinis  and  Kevin  Burke.  She  also  introduced  Bettie  C  Ouellette,  Town  Clerk-Tax  Collector, 
as  well  as  the  following  Budget  Committee  members:  William  Eckel,  Chairman,  Debra  Powers,  Carla 
Crane,  Ellen  Faulconer,  Keith  Dias,  Andrew  Gaunt,  Roxanne  Moore  and  John  Brooks 

The  Moderator  thanked  the  Selectmen  for  making  the  podium  the  right  size  for  her  after  13  years  of 
service.  She  announced  several  changes  on  the  Warrant,  as  follows:  Article  1  -  Delete  oneTrustee  of  Trust 
Funds  for  one  year;  Change  to  two  Library  Trustees  for  one  year;  and  Change  to  two  Budget  Committee 
members  for  two  years.  She  explained  that  any  Warrant  Article  can  be  amended. 

Voting  will  take  place  on  March  9,  1999  at  the  Swasey  Gymnasium  8  AM  to  8  PM.  After  discussion  and 
deliberation,  the  articles  will  appear  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  1.  To  elect  the  following  Officers:  One  Selectman  for  a  term  of  three  years;  One  Supervisor  of 
the  Check  List  for  a  term  of  one  year;  Two  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds  for  a  term  of  three  years;  Three 
Library  Trustees  for  a  term  of  three  years;  Two  Library  Trustees  for  a  term  of  one  year;  One  Fire  Ward  for 
a  term  of  three  years;  Two  Planning  Board  Members  for  a  term  of  three  years;  Four  Budget  Committee 
members  for  a  term  of  three  years;  and  Two  Budget  Committee  members  for  a  term  of  two  years. 

ARTICLE  2:  Shall  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,260,929  which  represents  the  operating 
budget?  Said  sum  does  not  include  special  or  individual  articles.  Should  Article  2  be  defeated,  the 
operating  budget  shall  be  52,133,381  (the  "default"  budget). 

Motion  was  made  by  William  Eckel,  and  seconded  by  Ellen  Faulconer.  Mr.  Eckel  explained  thoroughly  all 
the  items  that  make  up  the  operating  budget  which  shows  an  increase  of  5.97%.  Mr.  Eckel  recognized 
James  Rankin  for  his  many  years  of  service  on  the  Budget  Committee.

ARTICLE  3:  Shall  the  Town  authorize  the  Tax  Collector  to  allow  a  1  Vi%  deduction  from  Town  Property 
Tax  when  payment  is  made  within  30  days  of  billing? 

Motion  was  made  by  William  Eckel,  and  seconded  by  Michele  Gove.  There  was  a  misprint  in  the  Warrant 
as  the  Selectmen  and  Budget  Comminee  DID  NOT  RECOMMEND  this  article.

NOT  RECOMMENTDED  BY  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 

ARTICLE  4;  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  following  amendment  to  the  Town  of  Kingston 
zoning  ordinance  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board? 

Amend  section  4:63,  (b),  by  adding  a  final  sentence  to  the  section  to  read: 

This  paragraph  supersedes  the  density  requirement  found  in  the  Town  of  Kingston  Aquifer  Protection 
District  ordinance. 
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The  purpose  of  this  amendment  is  to  clarify  that  a  bonus  density  is  available  for  developments  that 
provide  elderly  housing  within  the  Town 's  Elderly  Housing  District. 

ARTICLE  5:  Shall  the  Town  approve  an  amendment  of  the  cemetery  by-laws  of  Kingston,  NH,  adopted 
March  7,  1973  and  amended  March  14,  1979,  March  10,  1982,  March  11,  1992,  and  March  15,  1995  as 
follows: 

Paragraph  B: 

"Cemetery  Plots  -  Size  and  Sell  Price: 

Cemetery  plots  are  available    in  three  sizes.  Plots  larger  than  the  maximum  listed  size  can  be 
obtained  by  joining  10x20  plots. 

Size  #  of  Graves  Price 

8 '/i  feet  X  10  feet                                            2  $300.00 

10     feet  X  10  feet                                            3  450.00 

10     feet  X  20  feet                                            6  900.00 

2..  The  last  increase  in  the  price  of  cemetery  plots  was  approximately  6-7  years  ago. 

3.  Even  with  the  price  increase,  plots  in  Kingston  will  still  be  among  the  lowest  priced  in  the  area. 

The  sell  price  of  a  plot  includes  perpetual  care.    All  and  only  plots  sold  since  July  1st,  1966  include 

perpetual  care. 

Plots  will  be  sold  by  designated  numbers  as  shown  on  the  official  map  of  the  cemetery. 
Deeds  for  plots  sold  will  be  issued  by  the  Town." 

Comments: 

1 .     Current  plot  prices  are:  S200  for  2  grave  plot,  $300  for  3  grave  plot  and  S600  for  6  grave  plot.

ARTICLE  6:  Shall  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  569,000  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  80  horse 
power  Caterpillar  Model  416  CIT  loader  backhoe  for  the  Highway  Department?  The  present  backhoe  is 
over  ten  years  old. 

Motion  made  by  Stamatios  Yiokarinis  for  $45,980,  and  seconded  by  William  Eckel. 

The  amendment  to  change  the  amount  to  569,000  was  made  by  Kevin  Burke,  and  seconded  by  Mark  Heitz.

ARTICLE  7.  Shall  the  Town  change  the  classification  of  the  Landfill  Operator  from  part-time  to  full-time, 
including  benefits?  This  would  provide  the  necessary  management  required  to  continue  the  operation  of 
the  landfill  in  preparation  for  the  fiiture  closure.  This  position  would  be  funded  through  the  Kingston 
Landfill  Special  Revenue  Fund. 

Motion  was  made  by  Kevin  Burke,  and  seconded  by  Mark  Heitz. 

RECOMMENDED  BY  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 
RECOMMENDED  BY  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 

ARTICLE  8:  Shall  the  Town  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  implement  a  "pay-per-bag"  policy  for 
residential  trash  pick-up  at  a  fee  of  51.00  (one  dollar)  per  bag?  Acceptable  recycled  material  would  not  be 
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subject  to  this  fee.  A  "per  bag"  fee  would  not  apply  to  bags  of  household  trash  brought  to  the  landfill  by 
individual  Town  residents  (Landfill  fees,  as  determined  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  would  still  apply.). 

This  article  is  meant  to  encourage  and  promote  recycling  efforts  while  providing  revenue  to  offset  the  costs 
of  residential  trash  pick-up. 

Motion  was  made  by  Anthony  Whitcomb,  and  seconded  by  Kevin  Burke. 

ARTICLE  9:  Shall  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  S45,000  to  be  placed  in  the  previously 
established  Fire  Department  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Apparatus  Replacement? 

Motion  made  by  Michele  Gove,  and  seconded  by  Ellen  Faulconer. 

RECOMMENDED  BY  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 
RECOMMENDED  BY  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 

ARTICLE  10:  Shall  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $14,106.16  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Account 
for  future  replacement  of  the  Ambulance?  Said  sum  represents  the  collected  Ambulance  fees  for  1998. 
Kingston  residents  are  not  charged  for  ambulance  service. 

Motion  for  the  amount  of  $12,031.71  was  made  by  Michele  Gove,  and  seconded  by  Kevin  Burke. 
Amendment  to  change  the  amount  to  $14,106.16  was  made  by  Kevin  Schea,  and  seconded  by  Michele 
Gove.

RECOMMENDED  BY  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 

ARTICLE  1 1:  Shall  the  Town  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  31:95-c  to  restrict  100%  of  the  revenues  from 
ambulance  billing  of  non-residents  to  expenditures  for  the  purpose  of  replacement  of  the  Kingston  Fire 
Department  Ambulance?  Such  revenues  and  expenditures  shall  be  accounted  for  in  a  special  revenue  fund 
to  be  known  as  the  Ambulance  Replacement  Fund,  separate  from  the  general  fund.  Any  surplus  in  said 
fund  shall  not  be  deemed  part  of  the  general  fund  accumulated  surplus  and  shall  be  expended  only  after  a 
vote  by  the  legislative  body  to  appropriate  a  specific  amount  from  said  fund  for  a  specific  purpose  related 
to  the  purpose  of  the  fund  or  source  of  revenue. 

Motion  was  made  by  Norman  Hurley,  and  seconded  by  Michele  Gove.. 

RECOMMENDED  BY  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 
RECOMMENDED  BY  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 

ARTICLE  12:  Shall  the  Town  increase  the  hours  of  the  fire  department  secretary  from  30  to  40  hours  and 
change  the  title  to  secretary'Emergency  Medical  Technician?  The  first  year  cost  to  be  an  additional  58,829 
plus  benefits.  The  fire  department  budget  already  shows  the  salary  increase.  The  purpose  of  this  warrant 
article  is  to  increase  the  hours  from  30  hours  per  week  to  40  hours  per  week,  which  is  considered  full-time, 
and  add  the  full-time  benefits. 

Motion  for  the  amount  of  $4,473  was  made  by  Norman  Hurley,  and  seconded  by  Nelson  Seaman  III.

The  Town  Clerk,  Bettie  C.  Ouellette,  broke  the  seals  on  the  boxes  of  ballots  and  the  Moderator  inspected 
the  ballot  boxes.  A  second  Accu-Vote  machine  was  rented  for  this  election.  There  were  no  waiting  lines. 

The  Ballot  Clerks  were  Donna  M.Grier,  John  M.  Whittier,  Marilyn  B.  Bartlett,  Mary  L.  Mercuric,  Holly 
Ouellette,  Gloria  M.  Parsons  and  George  A.  Schiller,  Jr.  The  Police  Officer  was  Donald  W.  Briggs,  Jr.  The 
final  results  were  announced  by  the  Moderator  at  9:45  PM.  Many  ballots  had  to  be  manually  counted  due 
to  MANY  write-ins.

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1999  REPORT  OF  TOWN  CLERK  -  TAX  COLLECTOR 

In  1999  there  was  an  increase  of  $64,242.  in  Motor  Vehicle 
revenue,  compared  to  $82,766.  in  1998,  $53,016.  in  1997,  $75,992. 
in  1996  and  $53,597.  in  1995.   Total  vehicles  registered  increased 
by  159  to  8356.   Total  receipts  for  the  Clerk  increased  by  $71,641.78. 
Last  year  the  increase  was  $77,132.57,  and  the  year  before  was 
$54,509.37.   Boat  tax  revenue  increased  by  $1,064.65.   Pre-printed 
forms  are  mai'led  to  boat  owners,  and  these  may  be  validated  at  my 
office  in  January. 

Vital  Statistics  will  no  longer  be  printed  in  the  same  format. 
Reports  will  come  into  our  office  quarterly  from  the  State  Vital 
Records  Dept .  in  Concord.  Th^  reports  received  are  in  the  back  pages. 

More  dogs  were  licensed  in  1999,  and  the  revenue  increased  by 
$3,294.00.   We  are  still  trying  to  get  them  all  "caught  up",  and 
Ray  Glidden,  ACO,  is  still  looking  for  the  dogs  that  are  not  currently 
licensed.   REMEMBER,  There  is  a  Leash  Law.   Proof  of  the  rabies  shot 
must  be  brought  to  the  office.   Males  and  females  are  $9.00  and  the 
Neutered  or  spayed  animals  are  $6.50.   Starting  June  1st,  there  is  a 
$1.00  penalty  added  for  each  dog.   (This  is  $1.00  per  month.) 

During  the  year,  we  registered  101  voters,  plus  5  name  changes, 
11  party  changes  and  79  removals.   We  do  all  this  work  in  conjunction 
with  the  Supervisors  of  the  Check  List.   They  registered  35  people 
and  authorized  the  removal  of  236  names. We  were  deeply  saddened  by 
the  death  of  Walter  S.  Clark,  Sr.   He  was  so  great  to  work  with  and 
he  will  be  sorely  missed. 

In  2000,  there  will  be  four  elections:  Presidential  Primary  on 
Feb.  1st;   Town  Meeting  on  Mar.  14th;  State  Primary  on  Sept.  12th, 
and  the  General  Election  on  Nov.  7th.   Polls  are  open  8  AM  to  8  PM. 
The  deliberative  session  of  Town  Meeting  will  be  held  on  Feb.  8,  2000, 
and  a  booklet  will  be  sent  out  again  this  year  prior  to  the  voting  to 
help  everyone  understand  the  articles.  Call  with  any  questions. 

We  have  continued  to  keep  the  census  daily  and  as  of  12/31/99 
the  population  was  7028,  an  increase  of  80  since  last  year.   In  order 
to  keep  these  figures  on  a  current  basis,  1222  entries  were  made. 

As  of  Jan.  4,  1999,  we  started  issuing  the  new  number  plates  for 
all  passenger  vehicles  being  renewed  or  any  new  passenger  vehicles 
registered.   At  the  end  of  the  year,  we  had  issued  a  total  of  4,502 
sets  of  these  new  plates.   Thanks  to  everyone  for  your  patience. 

The  two  property  tax  warrants  totaling  $6,810,170.31  shows  a  de- 
crease of  $1,530,030.35.   I  am  very  pleased  to  report  that  as  of  the 
end  of  the  year  93.04%  had  been  collected.   Thanks  to  all  for  the  very 
prompt  payments.   In  1999,  we  started  the  double  year  billing  per  the 
1998  vote  at  Town  Meeting.   The  first  installment  was  due  on  July  7th 
and  the  second  was  due  on  Dec.  10th.   It  has  been  most  difficult  with 
the  delay  on  the  School  Tax  issue.   This  procedure  has  doubled  our 
workload  and  it  has  made  total  confusion  for  MANY  citizens.  This 
method  has  involved  more  costs  and  MANY  more  hours  of  work  for  us. 

The  rate  for  the  first  bill  was  estimated  at  $19.47  by  the  Select- 
men.  The  official  1999  tax  rate  of  $18.95  was  received  from  the  Dept. 
of  Revenue  Administration  on  Nov.  4th,  and  the  bills  were  in  the  mail 
on  Nov.  10th.   Due  to  the  Supreme  Court  ruling  on  the  school  tax  issue, 
there  was  a  delay  in  the  mailing  of  the  bills.   This  I  did  not  need  on 
the  first  time  for  the  double  year  billing  I  I   To  further  complicate  the 
issue,  the  tax  file  on  the  computer  became  locked  on  Dec.  14th  when  a 
transformer  blew  up  at  the  Carriage  Towne  Plaza.   This  was  just  when 
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the  tax  payments  were  coming  in.   No  information  was  "lost",  but  it 
delayed  my  entries  for  two  weeks  and  made  the  work  more  complex.   For 
your  information,  there  were  no  Y2K  glitches.   We  did  experience  a 
HUGE  error  by  the  First  American  Tax  Service  when  they  discounted  the 
bills  for  various  banks  (about  600)  TWICE,  making  all  these  accounts 
unpaid  at  first.   Then  when  they  discovered  their  error,  they  made 
additional  small  checks  to  make  up  the  difference.   However,  alot  of 
the  items  did  not  match  immediately  and  it  took  extra  hours  to  put 
all  of  these  payments  together. 

Several  balances  in  the  lien  file  have  again  been  reduced  and 
these  payments  are  greatly  appreciated.   Partial  payments  are  always 
welcome.   After  the  taxes  go  into  the  lien  file  (usually  in  May),  the 
interest  moves  up  to  18%  per  annum.   The  owner  still  has  2  years  to 
redeem  the  property. 

The  "Kingston  Days"  was  again  a  huge  success  and  everyone  enjoyed 
it  all  inspite  of  some  damp  weather.  Volunteers  are  still  needed,  and 
if  you  are  interested,  please  contact  Chairman  Joe  Thompson  if  you 
would  like  to  help.   Come  join  the  fun  in  2000  on  August  4,  5  &  6. 
There  will  be  some  new  entertainment  and  some  "repeats" . 

It  does  not  seem  possible  that  I  will  be  completing  40  years  as 
Tax  Collector  and  30  years  as  Town  Clerk  in  March,  2000.   Time  seems 
to  fly  when  you  are  having  funl 1   I  continue  to  serve  to  the  best  of 
my  ability  and  I  wish  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  for  all  the 
cooperation  that  I  receive  from  all  elected  officials  as  well  as  all 
various  committee  members.   All  town  employees  work  together  very  well 
to  serve  the  residents.   I  am  deeply  indebted  to  Holly  Ouellette,  the 
Deputy  Town  Clerk  -  Tax  Collector,  for  her  continued  complete  dedicat- 
ion to  the  Town.   She  can  fill  my  shoes  very  well  when  I  am  absent. 
My  deep  appreciation  to  Kathryn  Lafond  for  her  excellent  work  in  all 
phases  of  the  voluminous  amount  of  work.   Many  thanks  to  all  the  Town 
employees,   especially  the  Selectmen  and  the  girls  in  their  office  - 
Ann,  Mary  and  Kathy.   Also,  thanks  to  Donald  W.  Briggs ,  Jr,  Police

The  lown  of  Kingston  established  a  Historic  District  Commission  on 
March  7, 1972,  by  authority  granted  under  NH  RSA  Chapter  673 : 1 . 

The  purposes  of  the  Historic  District  Commission  of  Kingston  are: 

1 .  to  safeguard  the  heritage  of  the  Town  as  it  is  represented  in  structures 
of  historical  and  architectural  value  located,  or  which  may  be  located, 
in  an  Historic  District; 

2.  to  preserve  and  reflect  elements  of  the  community's  architectural, 
cultural,  social,  economic  and  political  history; 

3.  to  ensure  that  residential  portions  of  the  Districts  retain  their  residential 
character  and  qualities; 

4.  to  strengthen  the  economy; 

5.  to  conserve  property  values; 

6.  to  foster  civic  pride; 

7.  to  promote  use  of  the  Historic  Districts  for  the  education,  pleasure  and 
welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Kingston. 


The  Commission  consists  of  seven  members  and  three  alternates 
appointed  by  the  Selectmen  in  accordance  with  the  qualification  set  forth  in 
RSA  673:1 1 .  We  are  frequently  seeking  residents  of  Kingston  to  serve  on 
the  Commission.  Please  call  the  Selectmen's  Office  or  the  chairman  of  the 
Commission  for  information. 

The  Commission  meets  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month  in  the 
Town  Hall  conference  room  the  public  is  welcome  to  attend. 

The  Historic  District  Rules  and  Regulations  as  well  as  applications  for 
Certificate  of  Approval  (required  for  any  exterior  work,  new  buildings, 
signage,  landscape  features,  fences,  street  furniture  and  other  factors 
affecting  the  character  of  the  streetscape)  may  be  obtained  at  the  Selectmen's 
Office.

Amend  Article  IV  District  Regulations  Section  4.41  Rural  Residential  District  b\  adding 
text  to  clarify  that  both  Historic  Districts  are  excluded  from  the  rural  residential  district 
by  adding  the  following  as  new  text: 
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The  Rural  Residential  District  shall  include  the  whole  town  with  the  exception  of  the 
Historic  Districts,  the  Single  Family  Residential  District,  the  Single  Family  Residential- 
Agricultural  District  and  the  Kingston  Industrial  Zone. 

ARTICLE  6:  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Article  6  as  proposed  by  the  Planning

found  at  section  3.10.3  with  the  following  language:

ACCESSORY  FAMILY  APARTMENTS  ORDINANCE 

I.  Authority 

This  section  is  enacted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  RSA  674:21. 

II.  Purpose  and  Objectives 

The  purpose  of  the  accessory  family  apartment  provision  is  to  provide  increased 
flexibility  with  respect  to  housing  alternatives  for  families  in  Kingston  while 
maintaining  health,  safety,  aesthetics  and  quality  of  the  Town's  neighborhoods. 

The  objectives  of  this  Section  are  to: 

(a)  Provide  for  the  construction  of  accessory  apartments  in  existing  single-family 
dwelling  units  to  be  occupied  by  family  members,  thereby  lessening  fluctuations 
in  the  demand  for  Town  services,  e.g.,  education  and  elderly  care; 

(b)  Add  more  units  to  the  housing  stock  to  meet  the  needs  of  smaller  households, 
both  young  and  old; 

(c)  Protect  stability  and  property  values,  in  Single-family  residential.  Single-family 
residential-agricultural  and  Historic  District  1  and  II  zoning  districts  by  ensuring 
that  accessory  apartments  are  installed  only  in  owner-occupied  houses  and  under 
such  additional  conditions  as  to  protect  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the 
public. 
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III.  Definitions 

Acce^ory  Apartment:  One  apartment,  provided  it  is  located  within  a  single- 
family  dwelling  and  is  clearly  a  subordinate  part  thereof,  and  has  safe  and  proper 
means  of  entrance  and  exit,  and  meets  the  requirements  set  forth  herein. 

IV.  Special  Exception 

A.        A  special  exception  allowing  the  installation  of  one  ( 1 )  accessory  apartment 
within  a  detached  single-family  dwelling  shall  be  issued  by  the  Zoning  Board 
of  Adjustment  provided  that  the  foUovnng  conditions  are  met: 

(a)  The  proposed  use  must  conform  to  the  dimensional  requirements  of  a  single- 
family  lot  and  meet  all  existing  building  requirements. 

(b)  The  single-family  dwelling  shall  not  be  located  within  an  innovative 
zoning  development 

(c)  The  accessory  apartment  shall  be  designed  so  that  the  appearance  of  the 
building  remains  that  of  a  one-family  dwelling.  There  shall  be  one  egress  to 
the  primary  living  area  and  one  egress  shall  be  located  on  the  side  or  in  the 
rear  of  the  building. 

(d)  The  size  of  the  accessory  apartment  shall  be  a  minimum  of  600  square  feet, 
and  shall  not  exceed  1/3  of  the  living  area  of  the  entire  dwelling  (both  units). 

(e)  The  dwelling  to  which  an  accessory  apartment  is  to  be  added  must  be,  and 
continue  to  be,  owner  occupied. 

(f)  Only  one  bedroom  is  permitted  in  the  accessory  apartment. 

(g)  Off-street  paved  or  gravel  parking  shall  be  provided  for  at  least  four  (4) 
vehicles. 

(h)  The  structure  and  lot  shall  not  be  converted  to  a  condominium  or  any  other 
form  of  legal  ownership  distinct  from  the  ownership  of  the  existing  single- 
family  dwelling. 

(i)  Prior  to  granting  a  special  exception  by  the  ZBA,  the  owner  shall  provide,  as 
part  of  the  ZBA  case  file,  the  following: 

1)    evidence  to  the  Town  health  officer  that  septic  facilities  are  adequate  for 
both  units  according  to  the  standards  of  the  Town  and  the  N.H.  Water 
Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Division.  If  deemed  necessary  by  said  health 
officer,  such  evidence  shall  be  in  the  form  of  certification  by  a  State  of  NH 
licensed  septic  system  designer.  Also,  the  owner  shall  provide  evidence 
that  there  is  adequate  potable  water  according  to  the  standards  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire.  The  health  inspector  then  shall  indicate  his  approval 
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in  writing  to  the  ZBA. 

2)  a  floor  plan  of  one-quarter  inch  (1/4")  to  the  foot  scale  showing  the 

proposed  changes  to  the  building. 

3)  a  sketch  plan  (drawn  to  scale)  of  the  lot,  with  existing  and  proposed 
structures  and  parking. 

4)  evidence  must  be  submitted  to  the  building  inspector  that  all  building 
requirements  can  be  met.  The  building  inspector  shall  then  indicate  his 
approval  in  writing  to  the  ZBA. 

(j)  The  accessory  apartment  shall  be  subject  to  the  standards  and  conditions  for 
a  special  exception  as  set  forth  in  this  Ordinance. 

B.  If  a  home  that  had  a  special  exception  permit  for  an  accessory  apartment  is 
transferred,  then  said  exception  shall  cease. 

ARTICLE  8:  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Article  8  as  proposed  by  the  Planning 
Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

Amend  Article  VII  Supplemental  Provisions  by  adding  a  section  outlining  the 
requirements  attendant  to  Residential  Home  Occupations  to  become  a  new  section  7.90. 

RESIDENTIAL  HOME  OCCUPATION  ORDINANCE 

1.  PURPOSE 

The  standards  of  this  Section  dealing  with  home  occupations  are  designed  to 
protect  and  maintain  the  residential  character  of  a  neighborhood  while 
permitting  certain  limited  cormnercial  activities  which  are  traditionally 
carried  out  in  a  home. 

2.  DEFINITION 

Home  occupation  is  defined  as  any  business,  occupation  or  activity  conducted 
for  gain  within  a  residential  building,  or  an  accessory  building  thereto,  which  is 
incidental  or  secondary  to  the  use  of  such  building  for  dwelling  purposes  and 
which  does  not  change  the  essential  residential  character  of  the  building.  This 
regulation  applies  to  all  zoning  districts. 

3.  STANDARDS 

1 . 1  The  home  occupation  shall  be  conducted  solely  by  the  number(s)  of  the 
irmnediate  family  that  reside(s)  in  the  dwelling  unit  except  that  one  ( 1 ) 
additional  non-resident  may  also  be  employed. 

1 .2  No  sign  other  than  a  name  plate  not  more  than  one  square  foot  in  area 
shall  be  allowed. 

1 .3  No  display  that  will  indicate  from  the  exterior  that  the  building  is  being 
utilized  in  part  for  any  purpose  other  than  that  of  a  dwelling  shall  be  allowed. 

1 .4  No  equipment  or  process  shall  be  used  in  a  home  occupation  which  creates 
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noise,  vibration,  glare,  fumes,  odors,  or  electrical  interference  detectable  to  the 
normal  senses  off  the  lot  if  the  occupation  is  conducted  in  a  single- 
family  dwelling;  or  outside  the  dwelling  unit  if  conducted  in  other  than  a 
single-family  dwelling. 

1.5  All  home  occupations  shall  be  conducted  entirely  within  an  enclosed  building. 

1 .6  No  materials  or  equipment  associated  with  the  home  occupation  shall  be 
stored  outside  the  building. 

1.7  The  following  businesses,  occupations  or  activities  are  specifically  prohibited: 

1.71  Motor  vehicle  and  accessory  sales  or  rental,  repair  and/or  painting, 
including  trailer  rental  or  sales. 

1 .72  Medical  or  dental  clinic. 

1.73  Restaurant. 

1 .74  Kennel  and  veterinary  clinic. 

1 .75  Funeral  home. 

1 .76  Nursery  school  but  not  family  day  care,  with  six  or  fewer  children. 

1 .77  Repair  shops  or  service  establishments,  except  the  repairs  of  electrical 
appliances,  typewriters,  cameras,  or  other  similar  small  items. 

1 .78  Beauty  shops  and  barber  shops,  except  when  customer  visits  are  by 
appointment  only  and  are  limited  to  no  more  than  two  customers  in  any 
one  hour  period.  Beauty  shops  and  barber  shops  allowed  under  these 
provisions  shall  be  registered  with  the  appropriate  licensing  and 
inspection  authorities. 

1.8  The  home  occupation  shall  not  involve  the  use  for  delivery  of  materials  to 
and  from  the  premises  or  the  on-site,  over-night  parking  of  commercial 
vehicles  over  two  (2)  tons  gross  weight.  The  intent  is  to  permit  delivery 
vehicles  such  as  United  Parcel  Service  vehicles  but  to  exclude  tractor-trailers 
and  other  large,  heavy  commercial  vehicles. 

1.9  Home  occupations  that  meet  all  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance  are 
exempt  from  site  plan  review. 

ARTICLE  9  :    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $75,000 
for  the  purchase  of  a  new  loader  backhoe  for  the  Highway  Department.  The  present 
backhoe  is  over  ten  years  old  and  has  over  9000  running  hours  on  it  and  is  in  need  of 
cost-prohibitive  repairs.

AMENDED  AUGUST  24, 1992;  JUNE  21, 1993;  MARCH  9, 1994;  JULY  26, 1999 

This  Ordinance  is  established  and  governed  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
RSA  Chapter  149. 

1 .  The  Town  Landfill  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  dumping  refuse  and  solid  waste  as 
defined  in  RSA  149M:l-17a. 

2.  Every  vehicle  entering  the  Town  Landfill  must  have  a  Town  Landfill  Permit.  Sticker 
is  to  be  placed  on  vehicle  as  designated  by  the  Selectmen.  These  stickers  are  to  be  issued 
by  the  Kingston  Town  Clerk  or  by  Kingston  Landfill  personnel. 

A  fee  of  $5.00  per  sticker  wdll  be  charged  for  residential  vehicles. 

A  fee  of  $100.00  per  truck  will  be  charged  to  contracted  commercial  haulers  of  refuse. 

All  scale  fees  and  disposal  fees  shall  be  set  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

3.  No  person  shall  frequent  the  Town  Landfill  for  purposes  of  salvaging  items  therefrom 
without  specific  authorization  by  the  Selectmen  in  each  instance. 

4.  The  use  of  firearms  for  any  purpose  at  the  Town  Landfill  by  persons  other  than  Police 
Officers  is  prohibited. 

5.  As  of  July  1,  1993,  no  leaf  or  yard  waste  shall  be  disposed  of  in  the  Landfill 
(RSA  149-M:22  VI). 

6.  Kingston  residents  may  deliver  "White  Goods"  (which  include  refrigerators,  stoves, 
washing  machines,  dryers  and  similar  appliances)  and  occasional  tires  to  the  Kingston 
Landfill.  A  charge  of  $15.00  per  white  good  item  containing  C.F.C.'s;  $7.50  per  other 
white  good  item;  $2.00  per  passenger  tire;  $10.00  per  light  truck  tire  and  $30.00  per 
heavy  (loader)  truck  tire.  These  fees  must  be  paid  to  the  Landfill  attendant.  Batteries  and 
brush  accepted  at  designated  areas  without  charge. 

7.  Any  portion  of  this  Ordinance  declared  to  be  illegal  or  unenforceable  shall  not  effect 
the  legality  or  enforceability  of  the  remaining  provisions. 

It  shall  be  illegal  to  dump  any  material  at  the  Kingston  Landfill  without  a  Landfill 
Permit  and  without  paying  the  scale  fee  unless  waived  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
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ARTICLE  27:  On  petition  of  34  registered  voters  of  the  Town  of  Kingston,  to  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $6,307.00  for  the  purpose  of  funding 
Family  Mediation  &  Juvenile  Services  of  Southern  Rockingham  County.  The  agency  is  a 
non-profit  organization  and  will  provide  the  follovsdng  services:  Parent-Child  Mediation, 
Peer  Mediation,  Community  Service,  Restitution,  Anger-Management  Courses, 
Substance  Abuse  Awareness  Courses,  Stop  Shoplifting  Courses,  Tobacco  Education  and 
individually-tailored  juvenile  diversion  contracts.

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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 
1999  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  update  residents  on  some 
of  the  important  issues  which  continue  to  face  our  town. 

We  believe  one  of  the  most  important  challenges  we  continue  to  face  is  the  future  of  our 
landfill.  This  past  year  has  been  an  extremely  successful  one.  We  have  generated  more 
than  one  million  six  hundred  thousand  dollars  this  year  alone.  This  will  increase  our 
landfill  closure  account  to  over  two  million  dollars.  In  addition  to  raising  these  much 
needed  funds,  we  have  secured  a  steady  waste  stream  which  will  help  us  achieve  our  goal 
of  raising  five  million  dollars  for  the  future  closure  plan. 

Another  important  issue  that  is  always  on  our  minds  is  taxes.  This  past  year  has  been  full 
of  changes.  You,  the  voters,  chose  to  support  our  recommendation  for  semi-annual  tax 
collection.  By  implementing  this  change,  the  town  was  able  to  pay  its  obligations 
without  borrowing  any  money.  This  saved  us  over  thirty  thousand  dollars  in  tax 
anticipation  notes.  Although  this  created  extra  work  for  Bettie  and  Holly,  which  we  are 
sure  the  taxpayers  appreciated,  we  believe  it  was  well  worth  the  extra  effort.  In  addition 
to  the  savings  we  experienced  from  the  change  in  tax  collection,  we  are  proud  to 
announce  that  we  have  been  able  to  return  over  two  himdred  thousand  dollars  to  the 
general  fund.  This  would  not  have  been  possible  without  the  many  dedicated  volunteers 
and  our  hard  working  employees  who  help  keep  our  expenses  down. 

Looking  towards  the  future,  we  need  your  help.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  submitted  a 
warrant  article  that  would  allow  us  to  advertise  and  hire  the  most  qualified  applicant  to 
fill  the  current  opening  of  Road  Agent.  Because  this  is  currently  an  elected  position,  we 
have  been  unable  to  hire  a  replacement.  The  town  has  grown  to  the  point  that  we  need  a 
qualified  manager  to  oversee  this  department.  We  feel  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
town  to  change  this  to  an  appointed  position  to  insure  that  we  will  always  be  able  to 
employ  a  knowledgeable  professional. 

In  closing,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  thank  our  dedicated  employees  and 
numerous  volunteers  who  continue  to  make  this  town  a  great  place  to  live  and  work.

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NICHOLS  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

1999  was  a  very  busy  year  at  the  library,  as  new  technologies  were  implemented,  new  programs 
were  created  and  new  services  were  begun.  The  Winnebago  Spectrum  system  was  installed  in  October, 
and  patrons  began  borrowing  materials  with  the  new  system  on  November  2"''.  The  Spectrum  system 
greatly  enhances  services  for  staff  and  library  users.  Funded  through  town  funds,  grants,  fundraising  and 
donations,  we  hope  to  complete  the  automation  project  with  additional  funding  in  the  spring  of  2000. 

The  library  received  two  grants  for  automation  in  1999.  $9,000  was  received  from  the  Samuel  P. 
Hunt  Foundation,  and  a  Rebecca  Lee  Spitz  Grant  in  the  amount  of  $2,000  was  received  from  the  Saul  O. 
Sidore  Foundation.  Also  begun  in  1999,  the  Federal  Telecommunications  Act  Universal  Service  Fund  (E- 
Rate)  reimburses  40%  of  all  telecommunications  costs  to  the  library,  and  should  save  the  town  up  to  $2,000 
each  year. 

The  library  continues  to  see  steady  growth  in  services  to  the  public.  Internet  classes,  new  feature 
films,  music  compact  disks,  fax,  scanner  and  copier  services,  books-on-tape,  and  inter-library  loans  have  all 
increased  in  the  past  year.  With  the  variety  of  services  and  programming  offered,  the  library  remains  a 
wonderful  resource  to  the  town,  as  well  as  a  center  of  activity  within  the  community. 

There  are  many  businesses,  organizations,  and  individuals  who  continually  support  the  library  and 
deserve  our  gratitude.  Here  are  a  few  who  have  contributed  to  our  mission  this  past  year:  Kingston  Lion's 
Club,  Kingston  Junior  Women's  Club,  King  Davis  Agency  Partners,  Granite  Creek  Garden  Center, 
Kingston  Police  Department  and  Kingston  Fire  Department.  We  would  like  to  thank  the  host  gardeners  of 
our  1^'  annual  Kingston  Garden  Tour:  Judd  Lukas  &  Doug  Wright,  Joe  &  Elaine  Prestipino,  Alice  &  Paul 
Getchell,  Al  &  Mary  Magnusson,  Tom  &  Ing-Marie  Battles,  Ben  &  Betsey  Bixby  and  the  Kingston  1686 
House  Restaurant.

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REPORT  OF  THE  KINGSTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Kingston  Police  Department  had  a  busy  year  in  1999,  responding  to  15,649  calls  for 
service.  This  number  represents  a  five-percent  increase  over  last  year's  calls,  totaling  14,903. 

Two  new  employees  were  hired  in  1999  to  fill  vacancies.  They  are  Secretary/Dispatcher 
Nancy  A.  Imonti  and  Part-time  Police  Officer  Kinsman  Corthell. 

In  1999  the  Board  of  Selectmen  assigned  the  responsibilities  of  the  Animal  Control 
Division  to  the  Kingston  Police  Department.  Our  department  now  includes  two  part-time  Animal 
Control  Officers,  Ray  Glidden  and  Karen  McMahon. 

The  town's  animal  shelter  is  now  in  compliance  with  state  law.  We  were  fortunate  to 
have  constructed  a  heated  addition  onto  the  existing  pound.  A  number  of  donations  made  this 
task  possible.  The  total  cost  of  this  project  was  $13,175.57,  and  of  that  number  $10,883.26  was 
donated  to  the  department. 

This  was  the  last  year  of  a  three-year  grant  from  the  Department  of  Justice,  to  assist  the 
town  financially  in  fianding  a  fijll-time  police  position.  This  year's  contribution  to  the  town  was 
$16,078.00. 

We  also  received  a  donation  of  $2,600.00  from  the  Liberty  Mutual  Insurance  Company. 
These  funds  will  be  used  to  purchase  an  automatic  external  defibrillator.  This  unit  will  be  placed 
in  a  cruiser,  to  be  used  for  timely  assistance  to  heart  attack  patients. 

The  department  received  a  donation  of  a  vehicle  with  40,000  miles  on  it  to  be  used  in 
undercover/surveillance  operations.  The  value  of  this  vehicle  is  $3,500.00. 

Again  this  year  we  received  full-time  custodial  services  from  the  Rockingham  County 
Prisoner  Program,  saving  the  town  thousands  of  dollars. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Kingston  Police  Association  for  the  donation  of  $3,200.00  in 
equipment  and  needed  materials  to  be  used  by  the  Police  Department. 

It  is  the  continued  goal  of  the  Kingston  Police  Department  to  provide  the  most 
professional,  timely  and  efficient  services  to  all  residents.  Resident  suggestions  and  input  are 
always  welcome. 

I  would  especially  like  to  thank  the  dedicated  men  and  women  of  the  Kingston  Police 
Department  for  another  year  of  outstanding  service.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  our  residents  for 
their  continued  support  and  appreciation.

The  vote  at  the  1999  Town  Meeting  produced  the  biggest  change  the  Kingston  Fire 
Department  has  seen  in  over  100  years.  The  vote  to  put  on  1  full-time  EMT/Firefighter 
and  1  full-time  EMT/Secretary  has  substantially  improved  our  ability  to  provide  the  help 
and  protection  we  pay  for.  The  time  it  takes  to  get  the  ambulance  out  of  the  fu-e  station 
during  the  day  has  been  cut  from  9-12  minutes  to  less  than  2  minutes.  Include  the  ability 
to  provide  more  experienced  medical  care,  improved  day-time  coverage,  superior  day- 
time training,  as  well  as  timely  fire  inspections,  timely  reports,  greater  community 
communications,  better  maintenance  and  you  begin  to  see  why  we  feel  the  need  was  so 
dire. 

Once  again,  1999  showed  a  noticeable  increase  in  call  volume  for  both  fire  and 
ambulance.  The  end  of  the  year  was  marked  by  one  of  the  largest  fires  in  years,  as  2  large 
bams  burned  completely  at  19  Marshall  Rd.  The  Fire  Department  responded  to  228  fire- 
related  calls  and  the  ambulance  cared  for  more  than  458  patients,  almost  a  10%  increase 
from  1998.  The  members  of  the  Kingston  Fire  Department  have  made  a  commitment  to 
be  more  accessible  to  the  Town  and  have  widened  their  scope  of  services.  Should  you 
need  emergency  help  or  assistance,  we  will  do  our  best  to  help  when  we  can  or  head  you 
in  the  best  direction  to  obtain  that  help. 

Most  of  the  fire  trucks  and  ambulances  are  in  excellent  to  good  shape,  and  we  will 
continue  with  an  aggressive  maintenance  program.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Ranger,  contact  your 
local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ANY  outside 
burning.  Fire  permits  are  required  for  any  open  burning  unless  the  ground  is  completely  covered 
with  snow  where  the  burning  will  be  done.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire  permit  law  and 
the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of 
up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail.  Violators  are  also  Uable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  eleven  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests 
and  Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.  During  the  1999  season  Forest  Rangers  were  busy  assisting 
communities  with  suppression  of  difficult  and  remote  multi-day  fires.  Forest  Rangers  have  also 
investigated  numerous  complaints  regarding  violations  of  the  timber  harvest  and  forest  fire  laws, 
and  taken  enforcement  action  to  ensure  compUance.  If  you  have  any  questions  regarding  forest 
fire  or  timber  harvest  laws,  please  call  our  office  at  271-2217. 

There  are  2400  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  throughout  the 
state.  Each  town  has  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several  Deputy  Wardens  who  assist  the  Forest 
Rangers  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention,  and  law  enforcement.  The  1999  fire  season  was 
a  challenging  but  safe  year  for  wildland  firefighters  in  New  Hampshire.  The  severe  drought 
conditions  throughout  the  spring  and  siunmer  months  combined  v^dth  residual  effects  of  1998  Ice 
Storm,  resulted  in  a  dramatic  increase  in  wildland  fires.  In  addition  to  burning  in  excess  of  452 
acres,  35  structures  were  also  impacted  by  wildfire.  Wildland  fires  in  the  urban  interface  is  a 
serious  concern  for  both  landowners  and  firefighters.  Homeowners  can  help  protect  their 
structures  by  maintaining  adequate  green  space  around  them  and  making  sure  that  houses  are 
properly  identified  with  street  numbers. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and  3  contract 
aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection  and  reports  fi-om  citizens  aid  in  the  quick  response  fi^om 
local  fire  departments.  This  is  a  critical  factor  in  controlling  the  size  of  wildland  fires  and 
keeping  the  loss  of  property  and  suppression  costs  as  low  as  possible.

I've  been  told  that  as  Acting  Road  Agent,  it's  one  of  my  duties  to  submit  a  year  end 
report.  I  guess  1999  could  be  called  the  year  of  changes!  In  April,  we  lost  one  of  our 
best  workers,  Charlie  Martin,  who  resigned  for  a  position  in  the  private  sector.  Charlie 
was  not  only  a  good  worker  but  also  kept  everyone  laughing.  He's  greatly  missed  and  we 
wish  him  well. 

In  August,  we  had  our  biggest  blow.  The  man  I've  had  the  privilege  of  working  with 
over  the  past  nineteen  years,  both  with  the  Town  for  13  years  and  private  industry  for  6 
years,  decided  it  was  time  for  a  change.   Rich  St.  Hilaire  was  not  only  a  good  worker  but 
also  one  of  the  most  dedicated  people  the  Town  has  had.  He  too  is  greatly  missed. 

Summer  maintenance  has  gone  well.  We  were  able  to  pave  a  large  number  of  roads  this 
year  including  many  that  were  dirt.  We  hope  for  the  same  in  2000.  The  usual  brush  and 
tree  cutting  has  been  done  as  well  as  pot  hole  patrols.

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REPORT  OF  THE  KINGSTON  PLANNING  BOARD 
1999 

The  Kingston  Planning  Board  has  just  experienced  another  busy  year.  The  economy  remains 
strong  and,  thus,  business  and  residential  development  continues  to  grow.  In  addition  to  the 
Master  Plan,  the  Planning  Board  is  responsible  for  reviewing  residential  subdivisions, 
commercial  &.  industrial  site  plans,  and  lot  line  adjustments.  We  conduct  public  hearings  on 
formal  applications,  hold  consultative  sessions  with  prospective  applicants,  and  host 
presentations  on  planning  topics  of  interest  to  Town  officials  and  residents  alike. 

The  Board  meets  at  least  three  evenings  each  month  to  carry  out  its  duties.  One  meeting  is 
dedicated  to  the  review  of  plans  for  upcoming  public  hearings.  Another  is  set  aside  for  the 
Public  Hearing  itself  And  the  third  evening  is  devoted  to  Master  Planning  activity.  Our 
meetings  begin  at  7:00  p.m.  and  are  open  to  the  public.  Meeting  notices  are  posted  on  Town 
bulletin  boards,  and  the  Public  Hearings  are  listed  in  the  newspaper  under  Legal  Notices.  For 
additional  Planning  Board  information,  we  maintain  a  Page  on  the  Nichols  Memorial  Library 
Web  site.  To  access  this  information,  go  to  ww\v.nichols.lib.nh.us.  and  click  on  the  Planning  Board 
"button". 

The  Master  Plan  update  is  moving  forward.  The  Transportation  chapter  has  been  completed  in 
Draft  form,  and  incorporates  some  innovative  planning  concepts  to  meet  the  increasing  growth 
pressure  on  our  road  networks.  This  Chapter  is  currently  being  reviewed  by  the  NH  Department 
of  Transportation  (DOT)  as  part  of  improved  cooperation  between  the  Town  and  the  DOT.  In 
fact,  Kingston  is  one  of  a  few  select  communities  involved  in  a  pilot  program  to  bring  State  and 
Local  entities  closer  together  on  transportation  issues.  This  increased  communication  will 
benefit  Kingston  in  the  planning  and  development  of  its  road  system  and  adjacent  land  parcels. 

Another  Master  Plan  item  of  note  relates  to  the  Future  Land  Use  chapter.  In  an  effort  to  gather 
public  input  for  this  part  of  the  Master  Plan,  the  Planning  Board  "incubated"  a  separate 
committee  this  year  for  this  purpose.  "Envision  Kingston"  conducted  a  two-day  Community 
Profile  in  October  that  gave  residents  and  businesses  the  opportunity  to  say  what  they  want 
Kingston  to  look  like  in  the  years  ahead.  The  Planning  Board  will  be  using  the  results  of  this 
Profile  to  complete  its  Future  Land  Use  section. 

The  Kingston  Planning  Board  is  an  official  body  consisting  of  six  elected  members,  three 
appointed  alternates,  and  one  Selectmen  Representative.  The  Board  is  ably  assisted  by  Circuit 
Rider  Planner  Glenn  Greenwood,  and  Secretary  Sally  Cockerline  who  do  much  of  the  day-to-day 
Board  work  in  Kingston.  As  an  elected  Board,  we  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  you,  the  residents  of 
Kingston.  We  encourage  you  to  talk  with  us,  attend  Planning  Board  meetings,  and  take  an  active 
role  in  the  planning  and  development  of  your  Town.  To  those  of  you  who  already  participate, 
and  to  the  many  Town  Departments  who  assist  in  the  planning  process,  we  offer  our  sincere 
thanks  and  appreciation  for  your  efforts.

They  must  take  and  review  every  call,  complaint  and 
building  permit  application  before  it  reaches  me.  I  myself  was  shocked  at  the  number  of 
daily  calls  received  by  the  Town. 

My  goal  for  2000  is  to  simplify  the  building  permit  process  but  to  crack  dovm  on  those 
who  ignore  that  process.

~  REPORT  OF  KINGSTON  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION ' 

Your  Conservation  Commission  is  truly  mystified  at  the  lack  of  response  from 
townspeople  in  general.  We  are  a  volunteer  board  with  no  paid  staff  and  seven  people 
have  been  working  very  hard  this  year,  notably  Dave  Ingalls.  Dave  has  been  the  Forest 
Management  Project  Chairman  for  Forest  Management  and  the  water  quality  study  for 
Kingston  Lake  for  several  years. 

The  KCC  continues  to  be  active  in  many  of  the  issues  involved  with  orderly  town  growth. 
Many  of  the  issues  such  as  state  mandated  shoreland  protection,  wetlands,  water  quality, 
etc.,  continue  to  demand  much  of  our  time.  The  apparently  simple  act  of  removing  a  few 
trees  near  the  shoreline  of  a  lake  may  cause  unanticipated  problems  such  as  erosion  or 
wind  damage  to  abutting  properties. 

Kingston  is  part  of  VLAP  (Volunteer  Lake  Assessment  Program)  and  has  been  collecting 
lake  water  samples  in  Great  Pond  and  its  tributaries  in  the  summer  months  smce  1996. 
Thanks  to  the  Budget  Committee,  after  three  years  of  requests,  we  now  have  most  of  our 
own  sampling  equipment.  This  equipment  has  reduced  the  time  required  to  collect  water 
samples  by  about  one  half  for  a  total  of  4  hours  rather  than  8  hours  each  time.  The 
Diagnostic  Feasibility  Lake  Study  is  complete  and  was  presented  at  a  public  meeting. 
Individuals  may  read  this  report  at  the  Selectmen's,  Town  Clerk's  or  Conservation  offices 
or  at  the  Library. 

The  Kingston  Town  Forests,  managed  by  KCC,  have  been  awarded  the  American  Tree 
Town  designation.  This  honor  recognizes  forest  owners  that  utilize  good  forest 
management  practices.  These  practices  are  very  important  for  our  future  generations  to 
both  enjoy  and  also  reap  some  financial  benefits  from  a  timber  harvest.  KCC  is  presently 
developing  multi-use  trails  in  the  largest  town  forest  located  off  Valley  Lane  in  south 
Kingston.  Any  help  on  this  project  is  welcome. 

KCC  also  has  the  responsibility  for  monitoring  and  managing  town-owned  conservation 
lands.  We  are  also  your  liaison  to  NHDES  Wetlands  Bureau  and  are  advisory  to  Town 
Boards  and  local  landowners.  Yet,  noone  attends  our  monthly  meeting  and  few  have 
given  time  to  our  projects.  I  am  personally  very  thankful  for  those  of  you  who  have! 
Please  take  a  minute  to  send  us  a  postcard  at  PO  Box  223  and  tell  us  your  priorities. 
Even  a  small  amount  of  time  to  share  is  valuable.  Thanks  again  to  all  of  you  who  pitch 
in!

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-REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  TRUST  FUNDS  AND  CEMETERIES- 


No  new  capital  reserve  accounts  were  added  but  contributions  were  made  to  existing 
Accounts.  Efforts  to  maximize  interest  earnings  continue. 

A  warrant  article  raised  the  price  of  burial  lots  from  $100  per  ^ave  to  $150.  A  total  of  14 
Multiple-grave  lots  were  sold  with  perpetual  care  fimds  established  for  each.  Cost  remains 
very  low  compared  to  neighboring  towns  and  cities.  Only  residents  of  Kingston,  former 
residents,  or  relatives  of  a  resident  may  purchase  lots. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Cemetery  Sexton,  George  Leate,  and  Road  Agent,  Richard  St. 
Hilaire,  grave  openings  are  now  done  by  the  Highway  Department.  Basic  cost  is  $400 
with  an  extra  charge  for  a  weekend,  holiday,  or  winter  opening.  This  change  resulted  in 
additional  revenue  to  the  General  Fund  of  $4,600.  There  were  25  burials  (including 
cremains). 

A  few  old  grave  markers  in  the  Plains  Cemetery  were  repaired  but  many  more  need 
attention. 

A  new  contractor,  McNulty  Landscaping,  performed  the  maintenance  on  Plains,  Pine 
Grove,  and  Greenwood  Cemeteries.  The  Board  requests  bids  every  year. 

Joshua  Leate  was  elected  to  the  Board.  Having  assisted  his  father,  George  Leate,  in 
recent  years,  his  extensive  knowledge  of  the  cemeteries  is  welcome. 

The  excellent  condition  of  Kingston  cemeteries  continues  to  honor  the  memory  of  those 
who  rest  within.

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~  REPORT  OF  THE  ZONING  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT  ~ 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  conducted  eight  public  hearings  during  1999.  A  joint 
hearing  with  the  Planning  Board  was  also  held.  With  new  and  stricter  aquifer  and 
shoreland  regulations,  the  Board  anticipates  that  it  will  hear  an  increased  number  of  cases 
in  2000. 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  has  multiple  duties:  to  grant  variances  and  special 
exceptions,  to  allow  fan*  use  of  a  person's  property  without  harming  another's,  to 
determine  if  an  error  has  been  made  in  the  decision  or  determination  of  a  Town  Official 
and  to  interpret  the  meaning  of  a  zoning  ordinance. 

The  Board  extends  sincere  thanks  to  other  Town  Departments  and  Boards  who  assist  us 
with  their  expertise  and  advice.

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~  REPORT  OF  THE  SOLID  WASTE  TASK  FORCE  ~ 

The  Solid  Waste  Task  Force  has  had  a  very  productive  year  during  this  last  year  of  the 
millennium.  Many  new  families  have  started  recycling  but  we  are  a  long  way  from  being 
a  totally  recycling  town. 

Waste  Management  took  over  the  town's  solid  waste  and  recycling  contract  and  several 
changes  are  being  looked  into.  One  addition  to  the  curbside  pick-up  initiated  by  Waste 
Management  is  corrugated  cardboard  is  now  being  accepted  curbside.  However,  the 
cardboard  must  be  broken  down  and  tied.  Pieces  cannot  be  larger  than  12"  by  24".  We 
still  have  the  dumpster  at  the  landfill  for  larger  pieces.  This  cardboard  must  also  be 
flattened  down.  We  hope  to  add  to  the  curbside  menu  in  the  future.  During  the  weeks  of 
major  holidays,  all  solid  waste  and  recycling  will  be  picked  up  one  day  later  as  has  been 
the  program  in  the  past  but  v^th  one  change.  Thursday  and  Friday  routes  will  be  picked 
up  on  Friday. 

The  Task  Force  is  very  anxious  to  set  up  the  swap  shop  at  the  landfill.  Through  the 
generosity  of  the  DiPrima  and  Fourtzialas  families,  a  used  mobile  home  was  donated  to 
the  town.  Pope  Housing  moved  the  building  to  the  landfill  at  no  cost  to  the  town. 
Through  the  generosity  of  these  families  and  Scott  Pope,  one  of  the  committee's  dreams 
will  come  true  this  spring.  More  information  about  this  program  and  an  official  "Open 
House"  will  be  announced  at  a  later  date. 

On  September  25,  a  very  successful  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day  was 
held  at  the  landfill  hosted  by  Kingston.  This  was  a  joint  effort  of  Kingston,  East 
Kingston,  Plaistow,  Danville,  Atkinson,  Hampstead  and  Chester.  This  was  the  first  time 
in  seven  years  that  Kingston  hosted  this  vent.  The  amount  of  hazardous  waste  collected 
was  overwhelming!  All  waste  collected  means  that  much  less  that  will  be  deposited  in 
the  woods,  on  the  side  of  the  road  on  in  a  landfill.  We  wish  to  thank  Chief  Briggs  and  his 
department  and  the  Highway  Department  for  the  cones  and  safety  vests  that  were  used  by 
the  volunteers.  The  next  collection  day  will  be  hosted  by  East  Kingston  in  the  fall  of 
2000.  The  joint  committee  is  hoping  to  have  twice  a  year  collections  starting  in  the  year 
2001. 

Our  used  motor  oil  collection  is  doing  very  well.  The  Chairman  of  the  SWTF  wrote  a 
grant  last  spring  for  the  cost  to  replace  the  used  oil  furnace  in  Highway  Garage  as  the  old 
one  was  not  running  efficiently  and  parts  were  next  to  impossible  to  obtain.  The 
collection  is  held  on  the  first  Saturday  of  each  month  at  the  Highway  Garage  from  1 1 :00 
AM  to  1 :00  PM.  Do  not  leave  your  used  oil  at  any  other  time.  Remember,  every  gallon 
of  used  motor  oil  we  collect  is  one  less  gallon  of  fuel  oil  we  have  to  purchase  to  heat  the 
Garage.  This  must  be  just  used  motor  oil,  not  mixed  with  gasoline,  anti-freeze  or  any 
other  matter. 
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The  Task  Force  is  looking  for  new  members  interested  in  helping  the  present  members 
continue  with  the  tasks  ahead  of  us  towards  the  day  we  have  to  close  our  landfill.  That 
day  of  closure  isn't  that  far  off. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Task  Force  for  all  their  help  with  the  ongoing  tasks  as 
well  as  special  events  we  have  coming  up  in  the  future.  Members  are  Mary  Penny,  Scott 
Harlow,  Senator  Rick  Russman,  Brian  Quinlan  and  Tony  Whitcomb.

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~  KINGSTON  TOWN  MUSEUM  COMMITTEE  ~ 
ANNUAL  REPORT  - 1999 

During  the  Kingston  Days  Celebration  in  August,  the  Town  Museum  had  its  largest 
attendance  m  recent  memory.  Over  the  two  days  of  the  event,  more  than  150  people 
visited  the  museum  buildings  and  viewed  the  exhibits.  Three  carriages  and  the  antique 
fire  pumper  were  put  on  display  in  front  of  the  Daley  Bam  and  surely  helped  to  attract  the 
record  number  of  visitors.  The  bam  and  carriages,  the  Tramp  House,  the  Cobbler  Shop 
and  the  museum  itself  were  all  open  to  all. 

The  museum  sponsored  flea  market  held  during  the  Celebration  was  a  success  and,  along 
with  visitor  donations  brought  in  fimds  which  were  added  to  the  museum  account. 
Presently,  the  account  is  in  excess  of  $10,000. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  student  groups  from  the  Sanbom  School  District  visited  the 
museum.  Many  thanks  are  due  Arthur  Reynolds  for  the  time  he  has  devoted  to  taking  the 
children  through  the  exhibits. 

Also  during  the  year,  the  museum  was  opened  by  special  request  for  a  local  tool 
collectors'  club,  for  several  visiting  families  conducting  genealogical  research  (from  as 
far  away  as  Missouri  and  Alabama),  and  for  town  officials  from  a  neighboring  town  who 
are  plaiming  a  museum  of  their  own. 

The  Town  painted  the  Daley  Bam  in  late  summer.  The  Fire  House,  which  houses  the 
museum,  will  be  painted  in  2000. 

The  Woodworking  Department  of  the  Sanbom  School  District  is  due  great  thanks  for  the 
construction  of  a  protective  case  to  hold  the  original  town  charter.  The  charter  dates  back 
to  1694  and  is  extremely  fragile  and  must  be  protected  from  strong  light.  It  has  been 
placed  into  safe  storage  in  the  Town  Police  Station,  thanks  to  the  suggestion  and 
generosity  of  Chief  Briggs. 

Several  donations  of  items  were  received  during  the  year,  including  an  interesting 
military  discharge  paper  dating  from  the  War  of  1812.  The  museum  is  always  looking  for 
donations  of  any  items  and  papers  relating  to  the  history  of  Kingston,  its  early  inhabitants 
and  its  surrounding  towns.  Please  contact  Dan  Luparello  (642-8838)  or  the  Town  Clerk. 

The  Museum  Committee  welcomed  Cathy  Chase  as  a  new  member  this  year.  We  have 
room  for  additional  members  and  welcome  anyone  willing  to  donate  a  small  amount  of 
their  time  to  the  preservation  of  town  history.
